!• "iBCAKDIOT (tin# mat Boris USVXTSEI) is a Ukrainian emigre, a 
Journalist in Munich, and an lntelligenoe whore, idio haa baen working for 
and against virtually all IntalUgonca services in cantrml and western Europe, 
Including tbs BHD* Subject was in frequent and olosa tench with another 
Ukrainian emigre in Munich in whom be confided in details AECAPKUB, BOB'S 
oldest agent, who bad bean shared with the BKD for about five years* 11 (Above 
f*« CL 3 7 Hovember 1955*) 

2* In the course of his confidences to AECAFKLH, Subject reported a 
contact nade in Munich on 1 and 3 July 1955 with an BIS oourler (snhesqisntly 
identified as Die IAMMS8T, bom 15 April 1926 In Bseen) who roasted ABCAK- 
DIOT to aaJoe a Meeting (6 August 1955) in Bast or Vest Berlin (at ABOAKDIOT '• 
discretion) with LAMMEST’e BIS superiors* lAMCBBT Indicated that he had been 
seat to Subject by request of Ground OSUABCHDC* ABCAHDIOT refused the seat* 
lags in Berlin, but suggested Geneva as an alta native sinoa he was going 
there in August, anyway, to cover the Geneva Conferences as a Journalist* 

3* At Geneva, in conjunction with his Journalistic coverage of tt» Con* 
ferencee, ABOAKDIOT also acted a s an intelligence agent for von MBKCR of 
Duesseldorf, "presumably for UJ-DOBK, the •pure German* offshoot of the BKD 
which is supposed to be kept secret fra us*" In addition to contact uith 
several PIS agents u nder Jo ur nalist cover. Subject set with Bast Berlin 
Soviet Consul, Ivan SUKHOI* KDXHDI nade a collaboration pitch, premising to 
furnish ABCAHDIOT with "extremely valuable Information" Wiich he could sell 
to Western intelligence services at a high pries* KUKHH also promised to 
"repatriate” Subject end wife in exchange for ABQAHDIDT't Journalistic ef- 
forts to convince emigres in the Vest to return to the homeland. KD&HU fur- 
ther stated that the Bast Berlin Coaolttee for the Return to ths Homeland 
only desired to repatriate "emigre intelligentsia" who were able to travel 
within the USSR delivering lectures regarding the virtues of Soviet lift* 

Upon being reassured by OSMAKCHZX that he had tent LAMBS?, ABCAHDIOT nade 
ths decision to travel to Vest Berlin on 6 August 1955 for another Meeting 
with the BIS* 

U* The 6 August Meeting at the Vest Berlin Aquarian was with ULMMBBT, 
who indicated the meeting the next day, sane place, would be with two of his 
BIS superiors, names unknown* On 7 August ABCAHDIOT net with "A" and "B" and 
was given the following Missions* Date nine which emigre group collaborates 
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with which intelligence servio* nd what emigre personalities were active in 
thin work* B» would Mm u chief editor of the Ukrainian newspaper *21 
POVOBAT HI BirmSBCHZKr* which the tut Berlin ComrtUee planned to initi- 
ate! AKCAHDIOT would regain in Munich end tranoait arterial* regarding the 
oollaboration of personalities end group* with Western intelligence. Another 
seating we* eet for 27 August in Vienne* 

5. When iXCABXDOr infoned ABCAPKI.TW of the fortboowii* seating in 
Vienna, he estimated ABCAFKLH with rariou* confidential papers, aong which 
wu a list of some 70 (variously reported es 7U, 7 *6 and 79) Western intelli- 
gence, Including CIA, agent Identif icati ons* ABCAHDIDT we* aided in the com- 
pilatlon of this list by Volodyayr SKUXBIDA, a cl ose ABCAHDIDT eo w or ker since 
1 99* end suspected ABCAHDXOT BIS contact and/or courier* These papers were 
photographed by 1DB* 

6* At the 27 August seating in Vienna, ABCAHDXOT again set with BIS nan 
•A,* who In tom Introduced hie to his "Chief* ■ The "Chief* informed. Subject 
that the BIS would p r ovide hie with Taxied information (unspecified) which he 
could use in reports for the Bona foreign Office in order to establish bin in 
their eyes* Be was given the following mission*! Report regarding the activi- 
ties of the West Osman foreign Office and all its subordinate departments. 
Including the Dueseeldorf Osman Offloe for Stateless foreigners* Emphasis 
was to be placed on Bastem European policy of these offices* Report rsgaxw 
ding ell facets, activities and personal 1 ties, etc*, of the Ukrainian emigre 
groups, stressing their relationship with various intelligence groups and 
weaving oat Soviet sympathisers among the emigration* A fourth meeting mas 
eet for 22 October et the West Berlin Aquarium* 

7* In View of the suspicion that ABCAHDIDT intetatod to pass the list 
of Western intelligence agents, SR decided that he should be picked up in 
Berlin in the act of passing the list* The pi c ku p was effected by the OCIS 
on 22 October, bat, unfortunately, before the list wee physically passed* 

Both ABOAKDIOT and the courier. Ole L4MKB8T, were arrested. LAHMBBT weed 
legitimate documents In hie true identity, although he employed an obvious 
oover story by declaring he had met with ABCAHDXOT purely to receive informa- 
tion to aid him in writing a doctoral the ala for an architectural degree* 
ABCAHDXOT confessed a few hoars after arref he initialed the interviewer's 
notes* Hs wrote a second confession on 23 October, initialed and acknowl- 
edged before a OCIS officer* Be later repudiated these confessions, claiming 
that he had been physically aist rested. BOB stated this was untrue* 

8* While ABCANDIOT and IAMMBBT were incarcerated in Berlin, FOB and 
HOB staffers, posing as OSI, entered ABCAHDXOT *s apartment on 2k October with 
help from the torrich police* Among the documents found in ABCAXDXOT's apart- 
went were s/W materials and instructions, Polish money, accommodation addres- 
ses for the Italian ISj two West German documents for an unidentified person 
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in diffbrent obn) and a photocopy of a wilitary fiald naqaal (restricted) 
on which it «u stated that xwprodoctlQa ms pr oh i b i t ed under aapLonage lava* 
MOB fait that on the baaia of material final in Subject's apartrat, AJKCAJPB- 
UK was not cc apr oaissd nor bad ho paaaad info matt o n that would inrolTt 
bin in IBCAHDIOT'a Tarlcmo intelligence activities* 



9* On 15 Bondar 1955# Boadfpi i rtara aast tha following co—onti to 
tba Fleldt "Baaed on infosnation available at Haadqoartara^ including tha 
fact of ABCAHBIOT'e confession, we do not bailer* ba boo mm an BIB agent in 
behalf of any service, bat solely on him own decision* Hi nay her* told 
CZ Z3 and others of hla contact with tba Soria ta in gansral, bat w* do not 
bailor* bo sought or obtained approval by any Testers official to work a a an 
BIS agent* Ta recognise (that) oartaln SPD, Branch, British, Bdin and other 
elenaote (ara) con c oraad and onbarxmaaad orar thoir inrolTtaagt with bin and 
that sen* of than* ilwanti will try to aid bln oat of pan self-defense psy- 
chology* Ta ara not particularly oonoarnad and da ain ara ry possible CIA 
oontrlbotion to aoocaaafol proaaotttion consistent with oar daain to Maintain 
ABCAFSLH aa a coating inf source** 

10* Meanwhile# tba Osman Judicial nlll froond slowly, with dafiaita 
Indloationa that tha SO (Slcherungsgrupps) waa attaaptlnf to wfaltswaab ABCAM- 
OXOT and nullify hla two c onf es sion s* financial aid, aa wall aa rwxtal pro- 
taste, cast to ABCAHDIOT froa Journalistic, f o r a rn a antal and aalfia quarters* 
finally, on 27 March 1956, tin BHD iafoneed FOB ttet AKAHDIOT tmd bra n- 
loaaod from custody on that data for lack of evidence, and that tainianr (abo 
had norar o onfaes ed hla xola aa BIB ooaritr) waa to ba arabanfsd la Berlin 
for Tamar HAASK, an e»-BSD agent* Tha final SO atataaaot regarding tha 
ABCA K DIOT oaaa waa i "AK CAHDTOfs contact with tha Russians bad prior coor- 
dination with ron MBHEB'a offlca and other Bonn agendas** utmt waa re- 
laaaad la Barlin on 29 March, bat HAASB waa not retamed* 

11* A oabla fro nth o field, dated 12 April 1956, atated that ron M BUB, 
tba SPD-Oat and DIB BBQBCKE bad re-engaged ABCAHDIOT and that others war* 
planning to re-engage hla* 
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
